Powers Preserve Integrity 
of China Is Coldly 
Received... 


CASSINI TALKS WITH HAY 


Action of Secretary of State Most 
Important Since This Coun- 
try Became a World 

Power. . 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 10,—[Special. ]— 
Russia does not regard with favor the rep- 
resentations of the United States regarding 
the localizing of hostilities between that gov- 
ernment and Japan. So far the St. Peteru- 
burg government has. ignored Secretary 
Hay’s note. 

Count Cassini called upon the secretary of 
state today and informed Mr. Hay the Rus- 
sian government had been forced by Japan 
to declare war. The Russian ambassador de- 
nied emphatically that his government was 
sceking to nave the powers mediate, and 
declared that since Japan had begun the 
war Russia would accept the challenge and 
wage the conflict to the bitter end. 

President Roosevelt has decided to issue a 
proclamation of neutrality, and it probably 
will make its appearance tomorrow, The 
proclamation is in usual form, and enjoins 
upon citizens of the United States a strict re- 
gard and observance of the neutrality laws. 

These are the important developments in 
the Russo-Japanese situation here today. 
Count Cassini called upon the American 
secretary of state under instructions from 
his government to inform the United States 
that the Russian government had been forced 
tu declare war against Japan because of an 
attack on the fleet in the harbor at Port. 
Arthur. The ambassador presented Mr. Hay 
with a copy of the official cablegram from 
St. Petersburg, as follows: E:

Baron de Rosen Is Liked.

Object Is to Strike Army. 

* Any Japanese objective can hest be se- 
cured by the defeat of the Russia army, and 
it therefore seems unlikely that Japan would 
willingly place any large force in Corea ex- 
cept as concerns a road to Manchuria in the 
absence of any better road. But is not the 
fea a betterroad? That is the question I find 
some difficulty In answering. There are three 
points at which an army if landed would 
be well placed for operating against the 
Russian communication. They are the north 
coast of the Liaotung gulf between Shan 
Hai Kwan and New-Chwang, the northwest 
coast of Corea bay between Port Arthur 
and the Yalu, and the coast near Viadivostok. 
But in the present season the first and last 
sof these places probably are impracticable 
for landing on account of ice, and the Liao- 
tung gulf is perhaps too shallow In its north- 
ern portion to admit of transports approach- 
ing the coast, so that a landing there might 
be difficult at any time. ) 


Purpose of Corean Landing. 

“To fand near Vladivostok would be to 
have to advance through an exceedingly difi- 
cult country towards Kharbin, and the march 
could be delayed by a Russian rear guard so 
long as to nullify its effect as a blow against 
communications. A landing in Corea would 
have to be secured against a terpedo attack 
and might be resisted on shore, but if suc- 
cessful it ought to clear the Russians from 
the Yalu. | 

“The difficulties of landing at any of the 
places named may lead the Japanese to move 
their army through Corea, landing its por- 
tions at various points and to trust to their 
power of maneuver to bring about a decisive 
battle in conditions unfavorable to the ene- 
my. A force will be landed probably in any 
case in the Liaotung pentnsula to blockade 
Port Arthur and to prevent its reltef.

relations. ‘ : 

General Strike Is Considered. 

A general strike at the thirty-five branches 
of the American Can company is said to be 
under consideration by the international offi- 
cers of the Amalgamated Sheet Meta] Work- 
ers’ alliance as a result of the fight making 
against the three plants of the company in 
Chicago by the striking canmakers. The 
possible spread of the trouble has been sug-

‘*Now that I know what it’s 
here I’m not afraid to die.” 


Reverses Plan of Other Cities. 

President Wheeler in his address declared 
that, contrary to the custom in London, 
Paris, and Boston, Chicago is to carry its 
freight instead of its people underground. 

“The first transportation business to be 
done by the company,” he said, *' will be to 
deliver coal to all the office buildings and 
take away the ashes; then it will connect 
the tunnels with the important wholesale 
houses handling large tonnage of freight, 
and through these tunnels this company 
will be transporting several tons of freight 
daily before the end of this year. When this 
is accomplished. and the transportation de- 
partment of this company is in full operation, 
it is the purpose of the company to extend its 
tunnels throughout the north, west, and 
south sides of Chicago, ani do the package 
delivering business of the city.”’

Receiver for New York Bank. 


New York, Feb. 10.—The Equitable Na- 
tional bank was closed today by direction 
of the controller of the currency. Bank Ex- 
aminer Bdward Ridgley was appointed re- 
ceiver. The failure, it is said, is due to bad 
loans and injudicious management. The 
failure is not considered significant. The 
stockholders may lose more than 380 cents on 
the dollar on $30,000 or $40,000. It is said 
depositers will be paid in full. The bank, 
situated in the dry goods district at Broad- 
way and Eleventh streets, was organized 
two years ago. The assets and liabilities 
are given at $652,781. Its capital was $2u0,- 
000 and it had deposits of $595,273. 


Bank Closes After Bun. 
Charlotte, N. C., Feb. 10.—As the result of 
a run of ten days, the Merchants and Farm- 
ers’ bank of Dunn, N. C., a state Institution, 
today closed !ts doors.

Deneen’s Workers Say the Allinnce Is 
_ Fast and the Understanding Is That 
One Is to Be Governor and the Oth- | 
er Be Supported for the Senator- 
ship—Part of Jamieson-Lortmer- 
Smyth Program—Governor in Chi- 
cago for a Conference. 


Despite protests to the contrary some of 
the politicians long have contended that 
there was a Lowden-Warner combination, 
and now, it is said, proof has come into the 
possession of other candidates for the repub- 
lican nomination for governor. 

Reports have been received by the man- 
agers of Charles 8. Deneen’s canvass that the 
supporters of Frank O. Lowden and Ves- 
pasian Warner are working’ together wher- 
ever they can and with the understanding 
that one is to be made governor and the 
other United States senator to ene Shel- 
by M. liom. . | 

That this deal is the program of thi Tan 
son-Lorimer-Smyth end of the organization 
has been an open secret among the lieuten- 
ants of these leaders. When Mr. Warner 
consented: to become a candidate @ south- 
ern Illinois republican said that the “ heads 
of messes”’ were under pledge to be with 
him for senator in the event tHat he falled 
to land. the governorship. 


Reports from Many Sources. 

Now the story, as it comes up from the 
country, is that Lowden and the congress- 
man are making the gubernatorial race in 
each other’s interests. Those who brought 
the information to Chicago said they had 
encountered the combination and its op- 
crations,in many places. 

Mr. Warner. however repeatedly has de- 
clared that his candidacy was entirely in- | 
dependent of all the other aspirants.. A 
eandidate for one of the minor offices is au- 
thority for the assertion that Warner was 
brought out to offset Attorney General Ham- 
lin, and that the leaders promised him he 
should be fully protected. 

‘“‘He probably could go to the senate,” 
this candidate continued, “‘ when Cullom 
gets ready to retire. Some of is have as- 
eured the senator that he will be re#lected if 
he wishes at the expiration of his present 
term. He has that assurance from men 
against him since he and Tanner parted 
company.” 

Yates Comes for Conference. 


Gov. Yates left Carroll county last even- 
ing and came to Chicago for a conference 
with Col. J. H. Strong, who returned from 
California in the morning. The executive 
stopped only between trains, however, and 
went on to wioomington, where there is 
another sharp three cornered fight, with 
Yates, Hamlin, and Warner in 
progress. 

Mr. Deneen is billed to speak twins in Ford 
county on Saturday. ‘He will be in Gibson 
at 2 o’clock and in Paxton at 8 p. m. Roy

Chicago Farmer Loses to Deneen and 
Yates in First Round by Vote 
‘ of 492 to 184. 


Sterling, Ill., Feb. 10.—{Special.]—Frank O. 
Lowden was defeated at the Sterling prima-. 
ries today by a vote of 8to1. The Lowden 
ticket was defea by a vote of 492 to 184. 

The defeat of wden comes as a great 
surprise to hig followers in this city. The 
Lowden fallowers expected to carry the city 
and secure the sixty-two delegates to the 
county convention. 

The result will have a remarkable influ- 
ence over the county against Lowden and 
wili also be the cause of the fight between 
the various factions becoming more bitter. 

The defeat of Lowden in Sterling is attrib- 
uted to the uniting of the Deneen and Yates 
factions. The Sterling delegation to the 
county convention is uninstructed. 

A light vote was cast. The greatest sur- 
prise of the day was the defeat of the Lowden 
forces in Rock Falls, the victory for Deneen 
and Yates being 263 to 181. Rock Falls has 
twenty-five delegates to the county conven- 
tion. This gives Yates eighty-seven votes 
at the first two primaries in the county, there 
being a total of 283 delegates to the county. 
convention.

WAR ON RAILROADS IN IOWA. 


Bill Introduced in Legislature Reduc-. 
ing Passenger Fares to Two 
Cents a Mile. 


Des Moines, Ia., Feb. 10.—[Special.]—More 
railroad bills were introduced in both the 
senate and house today. Representative De- 
lano and Senator Stirton introduced bills for 
a 2 cent passenger fare and also prohibiting 
the issuance of free transportation of any 
sort to any person except stock shippers 
and railroad employés. 

The bill also makes it unlawful for any 
etate officer, Judge, member of the legislatura, 
or county attorney to accept any pass for 
himself or family. The punishment for a 
violation is a fine of from $500 to $1,000, and 'f 
any official so designated accepts: any pass 
he shall forfeit his office. 

Another railroad bill, Introduced In the 
house by Representative Doran, prohibits the 
employment by railroads of minors as oper- 
ators or as signalmen. 

In the senate railroad committee this after- 
noon railroad men, were heard In opposition 
to the senate bill providing for keeping signal 
lights on all switches and requiring that the 
lights be keptiburning during the night and 
{| also during foggy hours in the day time.

The details of the murders and robbery at 
the Chicago City railway car barns were 
tol4 again in Judge Kersten’s courtroom 
-yesterday during the trial of the “ automatic 
trio,” Gustav Marx, Peter Neidermeier, and 
Harvey Van Dine. The lawyers for the de- 
fense made few attempts to cross examine 
the state’s witnesses and the three bandits, 
| from their manner, appeared to have aban- 
doned hope. 

Today, it is expected, the state will intro- 
duce testimony bearing on the flight of Van 
Dine toe Cincinnati, his journey with 
Neidermeler to Denver, the battle at the 
Indiana hut, and the killing of Detective 
Quinn. | 

The atreet railway company’s cashier at 
the Sixty-first street car barn, William B. 
Ea@man, for the frst time made public the 
amount of money in the office before the 
robbery. His testimony tallied with the 
confession of Marx. There was in all 
$3,669.20. 

Hotel Clerk Identifies Men. 

The first witness of the afternoon session 
was William M. Fiske, Kinzie and State 
streets, former night clerk in the Hotel 
Lenox, 255 South Clark street. Cee 

Fiske identified Marx as having been at the 
hotel on many occasions, registering as “‘ W. 
H. Allen.”” Marx, he said, came the frst 
time Sept. 26, and between that date and 
Nov. 16 was there nearly fifteen different 
nights. On the night of Nov. 11 he brought 
a friend with him, who as “ EB. 
W. Turner." This is supposed to be Van 
Dine. Nov. 16 the latter brought with him 
a “ Wiliam Rambow.” 


Tells of Holdup and Murders. 

William B. Edman, who was shot by.the 
robbers, explained the position of the money 
and the cash drawer on the night of 
Aug. 30, just before the robbers came. He 
gave the details of the murders and robbery. 
He said that be reached in a drawer for 
the company’s revoiver and 
in the burglar alarm. 

Edman to the floor and showed th 
jury the kneeling position he was in when 
the robbers burst into the office. The wit- 
ness said he then turned on his face until 
the robbers left. He was shown the com- 
pany’s revolver, which had been identified 
at the morning session by Bugene Cord.

Beefsteak— 

To fry, correctly speaking, is to immerse 
in fat heated to anywhere from 450 degrees 
to 600 degrees. Hence, it is easy to see that 
it spoils a beefsteak to fry it. } 
understood by the average housekeeper, 
however, is putting a little butter or oil or 
lard or roast fat into a frying pan, laying 
the food to be cooked in‘it,.and placing the 
pan over the fire, turning the food frequently 
until it Is cooked to, her liking. 
frying, but.sautéing, from the French verb 
(to) sauter, which, translated liferally, means 
to toss or tumble—in this case to turn or 
toss or tumble in sufficient frying medium 
to prevent the food from sticking to the 
frying pan.

Keep up 
When the steak has been

So doing, we accomplish exactly 
the same thing that would have been done: 
if the steak had been on a broiler over the 
fire—the albumen of the surface is coagu- 
lated so that the valuable juices are confined 
in the steak during the remainder of the 
cooking. The steak will mt absorb the fat, 
which has become an oll admittedly un- 
healthy. Now, having turned the steak fre- 
quently until it is sufficiently cooked, re- 
move it at once to a hot platter, spread over 
it & tablespoonful of good butter, season 
with salt and pepper only, and send to table. 
There is nothing unhealthy in eating a steak 
prepared like this, and, as far as its taste, 
it is almost impossible to detect the differ- 
ence between it and a steak that has been

To Clean Velvet.—Stains may frequently 
be removed by scPaping plipeclay over the 
marks in the velvet, and then brushing the 
powder off lightly with a stiff brush. This 
will restore the bloom and raise the pile as 
to raise the pile when much 
crushed, make an iron hot, cover it witha 
damp cloth, and hold the velvet, lining side, .
